Was a Collision. 


Boston. Feb. 5.—Daniel Tracey of Wal- 


tham had several ribs broken yesterday 
in a collision at Porter's station on trw 
TUchburB road, which occurrd just as a 
train from Waltham was drawing out o( 
the station. An express from Fitchburg, 
due in Boston at 9 o'clock, 15 minutes be- 
hlnd time, dashed around a curve, just 
.is the local engine began to pulY, and a 
moment later it had crashed into the 
Waltham train. The engineer of the 
express managed to reverse the lever 
and apply the brakes, which, with th< 
Increasing momentum of the local train. 
considerably lessened the shock, and un- 
doubtedly prevented a serious loss of 
life, as the cars of both trains were 
crowded. 


As it was .the forward part of the en- 


gine penetrated the rear car of the Wal- 
iham train as far as the forward trucks.

New Bedford. Mass.. Feb. 5.—The mass 


meeting of weavers at the north end 
Friday afternoon was largely attended. 
The interesting feature was the state- 
ment by Secretary Hart with reference 
to the feeling which has arisen among 
the non-union weavers relative to tlu 
distribution of funds. "I am not to give 
a detailed account of what has becomt 
of that money," said Mr. Hart, "but \ 
will recommend that you select a non- 
unionist as.an auditor who shall examine 
the accounts and thereby satisfy you 
that everything has been done fairly. 
The same thing I expect will be done at 
the south end. and thus we can find out 
where the soreheads lie." 


Secretary Hart paid his respects to 


"the street corner talkers." as he termed 
them. "We have never had one iota of 
trouble with the members of our union. 
We received from outside, last week, 
about $700, to be divided equally amonp 
10.000 people out oil strike, and, figure it 
out as best you can, you cannot make 
more than 7 cents a head." 


The dissatisfaction does not Include the 


mule spinners, who are all union mem- 
bers. It is confined principally to the 
non-union, weavers, who numerically 
are about eQual to the union members. 
The union Is taking- measures to meet 
the critic-ism which has been offered, as 
witness the speeches at the mass meet- 
ins-. 


The talk against the removal of Sec- 


retary Hart seems to be confined chiel'.y 
to people who are not members of the 
Weavers' union, and the prominent men 
in the union are refuting it 


"I know nothing- of such a movement," 


said President Cunnane of the weavers, 
"and do not believe the members of the 
Cotton Weavers Protective association 
Kvnuld think of ruch a thing for a mo- 
ment. This is the tim>? for us all to hang 
together, and the idea of deposing Mr. 
iiarl is too absurd to discuss." 


So fur as the non-union carders are 


concerned the union committee which 
has had charge of distributing the out- 
side funds is winning praises from all 
sides. The most needy among the non- 
unionists have been sought out and given 
substantial aid.

PERHAPS A WRECK 


Capiala Well**! Watlito »••«• Pick* 


Captain Mayo of th* life-taring *ervice, 


reported Friday the finding of a large 
quantity of wreckage by Capt. Well* of 
the Wallis Sand* station, about six miles 
from here on the beach. Included were 
three clothing bag*, mitten*, stockings, 
boys' trouper.J, xboes, etc. 
Nothing could 


be found that would assist in identifying 
the owners, or the boat from which they 
must have come. No bodies bare as yet 
been seen, bat a strict watch is being kept 
for tbe remains of some unfortunate ship's 
crew, which evidently went to the bottom 
during the recent heavy storm or eise 
grounded somewhere. A report in a Bos- 
ton paper iu reference to the wrecks at 
Glouctster and Norman's Woe, stating a 
number of vessels htd succumbed to the 
recent heavy storm and a large number of 
lives been lost, led a repartee to interview 
tbe superintendent of the first district of 
the United States life-saving service to- 
day, regarding tbe protectioo of life at 
these two dangerous points, and the loca- 
tion of stations in that vicinity. 


"A map shown in a Baston paper," says 


he, "of tbe coast along where these wrecks 
occurred, would lead the genural public 
to believe that a number of saving stations 
were located near Norman's Woe and 
Gloucester harbor. You may say that this 
is not so. The neareat station to Nor- 
ma.ua Woe is Bayview, some eighteen 
miles distant. 
The next is Hull, Mass. 


Between these stations the distance is 
some forty-five miles. Here is oue of tbe 
most dangerous pieces of coast in Massa- 
chusetts, and a coast where more stations 
are needed." 


An attempt will ba made by local 


captains to have Congress provide oue or 
more stations iu this locality, says the 
supeiin eudeut. Tha. stations chould be 
along the const within signaling distance i
